Most Pedestrians Don’t Know About Right to 
Halt Auto Traffic at Crosswalks, 
Inquiry Discloses. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal. May '22.— 
After three months’ test, someone 
has asked “What good, if any, has 


resulted from the traffic ordinance 
enacted for the protection .of pe- 
destrians by authorizing all motor- 
ists to apply the brakes when a 
pedestrian signifies his or her in- 
“tention of crossing a Los Angeles 
street. by holding the hand aloft. 
palm out toward traffic?’’ 

The question cannot = be 
swered with statistical data as 
there aren't any such data. Police 
records fail to show that a single 
altercation has arisen between a 
pedestrian and a motorist concern- 
ing the matter.

ROME, May 22.—Peter Canisius, 
Jesuit Father, who was one of Mar- 
tin Luther’s-most powerful oppon- 
ents in the reformation, was can- 
onizeg yesterday by the Pope in St. 
Peter's with aM the solemn magni- 
ficence which marked the ceremony 
of St. Therese of the Infant Jesus 


Sunday. 

With enormous numbers of 
Dutch, German, Swiss and Austrian 
pilgrims among the 60,000 @ho 
filled the vast Basilica and tne 
throng in the huge square outside, 
the second cononization of Holy 
Year vied with that of Sunday in 
mystic grandeur. 

Whereas St. Therese w canon- 
ized only 28 years after her\death 
the rite for St. Canisius, who\died 
in 1597, was delayed three *tep- 
turies longer. The delay was due 
partly to the fact that the Dutch, 
Swiss and Germans all clainr him 
as their own. 

St. Canisius was born in Holland, 
fought Protestantism in Germany, 
spent considerable time in Rome, 
and then worked as a Jesuit in 
Switzerland. He was one of the 
first to follow Ignatius of Loyola.
